“The Alien admitted to the com- 
mission of such an offense, and 
that being the case her exclusion 
is mandatory under the practice 
of the department, which has pre- 
vailed since 1907, when the above 


provision was added to the gen-| 


efal immigration law. 

“During the past nineteen years 
considerable numbers of Aliens 
have been. éxcluded under this 
provision for the admission of the 
same offense as in the instant 
case. Prior to the enactment of 
the immigration law of 1924 the 
government was obliged to sus- 
tain the burden of proof in cases 
of this nature, but since the act 
referred to became effective the 
burden of proof“has been placed 
on the Alien applicant for admis- 
sion, and in this respect the Al- 
ien did not produce any evidence 
to sustain her right to enter. 

“Tt should be explained in con- 
sidering immigration cases on ap- 
peal from boards of special in- 
quiry at ports of arrival that the 
secretary of labor is bound to de- 
termine the question involved 
solely on the evidence submitted 
before such board and cannot ex- 
ercise discretion. He can, and in 
this case has, considered legal 
arguments based on the law and 
the record, but he could not con-
